-Complete compilation of the place- 
ment figures of the United States em- 
ployment service has 'been accomp 
lished and in the 16 months of the 
activities of the service it is claimed, 
that 4j557,259 workmen have -been 
placed" in positions suitable to them! 
From-tho time of the .organization of 
the/employment.body, 6,633,78-t appli- 
cants have filed papers with the ser- 
vice for positions and of this number 
5,975,890 were referred to vacant jobs. 
The service, in order to determine the.

1,000 GERMANS AT GRAVE 


Enemy Said Ceremony >Vas Bartly to 


Pay Honor to ATUtar's Father, 
According to Storj 
of Captain 


James E. Gee of Mouongahela. 


MKJNON'GAIHIBLA, May 29 — T h o 


elaiborate military funeral given by 
the Germans to Lieutenant Quentm 
Roosevelt,. youngest scn_of the late 
Cplone.1 Titeodore Hoos-yvelt, who was 
killed to- an air battle near Cnateau- 
Thiery,, July 14, 1918, was grapirally 
described for the first, time by an 
American' eye-witness. Captain James 
E. Gee, commanding officer ot Com- 
pany A, 110th Infantry, toid the story. 


Captain Gee was captured July 15 


near Coade-en-Brie, in the fifth Ger- 
man.offensive. On his way to the rear 
he passed through the jttle village of 
Chambray, 10 kilometers north of "the 
Jlarne,_near which-Lieutenant Roose- 
velt's afrplane had fallen. As he was 
marched, past the spot "where the 
plane" had "crashed to earth he wit- 
nessed1 the funeral services. 


In a hollow square :ibout the open 


grave were assembled approximately 
1.000" "German "soldiers, standing stif- 
fly in regular lines. They were-dress- 
ed in gray field uniforms, wore steel 
helmets ami carried rifles. 
Officers 


stood at attention before the ranks. 
Near the grave was the smashed plane 
and beside it was a snuill group of of- 
ficers, one of whom was speaking to 
the men. 


"I did not pass close enough to hear 


what, he was saymg.' said Ca-ptaln 
Gee. "We were prison* rs and Ad not 
have the privilege of ' lingering, even 
lor snch an occasion as this. "At the 
time I did not kno'f who was being 
buried, Irat the guard;, informed me 
later. 
The funeral certainly was 


elaborate. I was told afterward by 
Germans tlrat "they p?dd Lieutenant 
Roosevelt snch honor not only "be- 
cause be was a gallant aviator, who 
died fighting iravely against odds," 
but because b/e was tite son ot Colonel 
RooseveU, whom they esteemed as 
on« of the greatest Americans." 


Captain Gee afterward was sent to 


the priscta camp at Ractatt, Germany, 
where he -was held until Novenfber 
36, -when be was sent to France by- 
way of Switzerland. Wbile a prisoner 
bJa principal article of diet was soup 
made of carrots and pajtogs of pota- 
toes.

Collector Calls Attention to Its Fall- 


tng l)ne on Saturday. 


Collector of Internal Revenue Lew- 


eJlyn of Pittsiburg just received a rul- 
ing from the commissioner-of internal 
revenue- to the effect that all persons 
liable to special war tax under what 
is known as section 1001 of the rev- 
enue act of IMS, -paragraphs 1 to 11, 
and section 1093 of said act, and also 
persons liable to additional special 
tax under said sections, who for any 
reason Irave not been sent a notice of 
the tax due, must "pay their tax for 
the period ending June 30, 1919, on or 
before May 31, 1919. or they will be 
obliged to pay penalty of 25 per cent 
in addition to the tax due. 


The taxes referred to are -That is 


known as special taxes, being levied 
upon the- following.: Brokers,, pawn- 
brokers, ship brokers, custom house 
brokers, proprietors of theatres, mu- 
seums and concert halls, where any 
charge is made for admission; pro- 
prietors or agents of all other public 
exhibitions or shows for money; pro- 
prietors of bowhng alleys and billiard 
roorn-s. including pool rooms; proprie- 
tors of riding academies; persons car- 
rying on the business of operating or 
renting passenger automobiles for 
hire; and upon the use of yachts, 
pleasure boars, power., boats, sailing 
boats of over five net tons, and motor 
boats with fixed engines not used ex- 
clusnely for trade, fishing or nation- 
al defense.
